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But if none of theſe things will move them, let them conſider this Work, as a Deſign which 
will employ many Poor men for many years ( and this they cannot deny to be a Work of Chari- 
ty.) Letthem look on iras an Ornament of the City, as an Honour of the Nation, as like to 
be a ſtanding Monument of Proteſtant Aﬀe&tion to good and publick Works ; and on ſuch Ac- 
counts as theſe, we are ſure there can be no ſcruple of Conſcience againſt it. 

But others ſay, Their own Pariſh Churches are not built, and therefore it cannot be expetted they 
ſhould do any thing yet towards the Cathedral. 1am heartily ſorry for the occaſion of this Obje&i- 
on in any parts of the City ; and God forbid that we ſhould hinder the Building of any of the Pa- 
rochial Churches; but I donot underſtand how this will do it. All that we delire is, That the 
Mother-Church may not be-forgotten, while the others are riſing ſo faſt out .of their Ruines, apd 
ſo many of -them are already finiſhed with extraordinary beauty ant conveniency. .-For,  how.- 
evet length of time hath-made the relation tobe almoſt forgotten between the MotheteChurch and 
the'reſt; yet for fore Ages 'of the Chriſtian Charch, - whatever other 'conveniencies they might 
have for aſſembling together,therewas but one Church in a City which'had a Baprsſtory belonging ro 
it,that all the Chriſtians being there Baptized,mightown their relation to the Mother-Church. And 
althouph, ſince the greatincreaſe of 'the numberof Chriſtians, it hath been thought fit to haye 
the Sacratnents Adminiſtred in- Parochial Chuitches, yet it -ought to-be conſidered, that this 
Church is properly the City Church; to which ourPrinces on extraordinary occaſions, and the Go- 
vernours of the Cityhave alwaies reſorted, andwhere the Worſhip of God hath been more ſ0- 
lemnly performed; andthe Word of God ſet forth'by Preachers — out from the Univerſities, 
and all parts of the Kingdom,' tothe great Honour as well as fatisfaCtion of this-City. And it 
ought not to be forgotten; that theenulors City''to'-this for Trade:and- Riches,” hath not only 
builra-Stathouſe, but a-Magaificent Chytch tooattheir own Charfes z, and it will be no great re- 
putation to London to fall ſo much ſhort of "Amſterdam in zeal for the publick Worſhip of God. --z
